What's New for 2006 


D> To provide better management and quality hunts, 
methods and seasons may be restricted on some 
conservation areas and some area regulations may 
hhave changed from last year. Check pages 26-34 to 
plan the type of hunt you enjoy.

No Evidence of CWD in Missouri's Deer 


Chronic wasting disease causes a degeneration of the 
brain in deer and elk, but the disease has not been linked 
to human health and there is no evidence that it can 
spread to livestock. Wildlife managers have been monitor- 
ing for the disease because of potential impacts on individ- 
ual deer, deer populations and deer herd management, 

‘The Conservation Department randomly tested more 
than 20,000 deer for CWD from 2002-2004, including 


around 200 deer from every county. All results were nega- 
tive, The Department continues to test sick deer that are 
submitted, but no CWD has been detected in Missouri deer. 
Ifyou encounter or harvest a deer that has no obvious inju- 
ties but sin poor condition, contact local Department staff 
and, if appropriate, the deer will be tested for this disease,

Missouri's new automated 
system for registering deer and 
turkey kills give conservation 
agents more time to check for 
violations and a better handle 
‘on poachers’ activities. 


Agents felt that Telecheck allowed 
them to make better use of their time. 
Even in areas where hunting pressure 
was down, arrests were up, thanks to 
Telecheck. Overall, during the 2005 
firearms deer season, arrests for tag- 
ging and permit violations increased 39 
percent. 

‘The majority of Missourl hunters 
follow regulations because they care 
about wildlife, There were, of course, peaple who tried to 
abuse the old in-person check station system and are now 
trying to figure out ways to get around Telecheck. As in the 
past, agents can't be every place at once. But with faster 
access to information, they have a better chance to catch 
wildlife cheaters 

As with the old system, agents still count on ethical citizens 
to report poachers. This can be done anonymously on the 
Operation Game Thief toll-free hotline at 1-800-392-1111. All 
information is kept in strict confidence. If possible gather the 
following information: names of violators, vehicle description 
and license number, and the location of the violation.

maintain desired population levels statewide. 

Last year's harvest of 287,536 deer during archery and fire- 
arms seasons included an 1 percent decrease in doe harvest 
and.a$ percent decrease in antlered buck harvest. These 
decreases are atleast partly a result ofa tremendous acon 
crop statewide. When acorns are abundant, deer are difficult 
to hunt because they tend to stay in the woods and are scat- 
tered. This is especially true in the more heavily forested parts 
of the state, Although fewer does were taken, much of this 
decrease occurred in the parts of southern Missouri where 
deer populations are generally at or below desired levels. 
More liberal regulations in the last few years have resolved 
some of the hot spots, but there continues to be too many 
deer in urban areas and other refuges, according to com- 
plaints from the public. 

During the second year of the four-point antler restric- 
tion, the decrease in yearling buck harvest continued while 
the number of adult bucks taken increased in the north and 
central pilot counties. The antler point restriction last year 
appeared to have litte effect on doe harvest, probably due to 
the abundant acorns. Hunters tended to see more buck rubs 
and scrapes in counties with the antler restriction a reflection 
of the increased number of adult bucks. The four-point antler 
restriction will continue to be evaluated for at least one more 
year before decisions on the future of the regulation in Mls- 
Sour are made.

S= years ago, the Conservation Department imple- 
manage deer numbers. These changes include unlim- 


ited archery and firearms antlerless permits in many counties,

Regulations for 2006 reflect a continuing effort to take 
large numbers of does, targeting counties where deer 
numbers are high. Deer hunting regulations include minor 
adjustments to achieve desirable harvest and improve hunter 
satisfaction. Few changes were made in conservation area 
deer hunting regulations to allow adequate assessment of. 
recent changes 


Don’t hunt over bait 


Turkey and deer may not be hunted with the aid of bait. If 


you put out food for deer or turkey in an area you intend to 
hunt, be sure to mark your calendars with a date to remove 


all food, See below for guidelines on baiting, 

D> Use of bait while hunting—which includes grain or 
other feed placed or scattered so as to attract deer 
or turkeys—isillegal 

D> An area is considered baited for 10 days even after 
complete removal of the bait. 


D> Ahunter can be in violation even if he or she did not 
know an area was or is baited. 


D> It sillegal to place bait ina way that causes others to be 


in violation of the baiting rule. 


D> Scents and minerals, including salt, are not considered batt.

How to count points 


In counties shown in orange on the map to the left, an 
antlered deer must have at least four points on one side to 
be taken. Each of the following counts asa point: 

an antler point, ifitis at least 1-inch long 

© the brow tine, ifitis at least 1-inch long 

the end of the main beam 

any broken tine that is at least 1-inch long.

Firearms safety 
Firearms safety i the first responsibility of every hunter. All 
hunters must be familiar with and follow the rules of safe 
firearms handling 


Hunter-orange requirements 

The following persons are required to wear a cap or hat and 

also‘a shirt, vest or coat of hunter orange so that the color is 

plainly visible from all sides. Camouflage orange does not 

satisfy this requirement.

‘© adults accompanying youths hunting deer on a Youth Deer

The following firearms deer hunters are exempt from the 

hunter-orange requirement: 

‘hunters using archery methods within municipal 
boundaries where discharge of firearms is prohibited 

‘* hunters on federal or state public hunting areas where deer 
hunting is by archery methods only 

Beware: When using @ camoutlage blind, other hunters can- 

not see you even if you are legally wearing hunter orange. To 


be safe, tie hunter orange on each side of the blind so it can 
be seen from all sides.

Deer may not be taken while they 
are ina stream or other body of water, or from any boat, 
with a motor attached 
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Definitions 
Deer: White-tailed deer and mule deer. 


Antlered Deer: A deer with at least one antlera mini- 
‘mum of 3inches long, except that special restrictions 
apply in 29 counties. See page 4. 


Take: To hunt, pursue, wound, capture or kill any wild- 
life in any manner. Also includes acts of assistance to 
other persons attempting to take wildlife. 


Taker: A person who takes or attempts to take wildlife, 
Resident: A person who does not claim resident privi- 
leges in another state or country, and whose actual and 


legal residence are both in Missouri and have been for 
at least the last 30 days. 


Hunter education certificate requirement 
Hunters born on or after Jan. 1, 1967, must complete an 
approved hunter education program and show their card or 
verify certification through the permit vendor’s computer 
terminal. Those under age 11 cannot obtain hunter education 
certification and thus cannot purchase regular firearms deer 
or turkey hunting permits, but they may purchase a Youth 
Deer & Turkey Hunting Permit without being hunter educa- 
tion certified 


Assisting other deer and turkey hunters 
‘Aperson must have a filled or unfilled turkey hunting permit 
to call turkeys for another hunter. Also, person must havea 

filled or unfilled deer hunting permit to assist others in taking 
deer by active participation in deer drives or by enticing deer 
with calls or ratling antlers. 


Tree stands placed 
on Conservation Department areas 

Only portable tree stands may be placed or used only 
between Sept. 1 and Jan, 31 on Conservation Department 
areas, Unattended stands must be plainly labeled on durable 
material with the full name and address or Conservation 1D. 
number of the owner and be removed from the area before 
Feb. 1.Use of nals, screw-in steps or any material that would 
damage the tree is prohibited 


Purple paint law 
Landowners may post or define the boundaries of their prop- 
erty by marking trees and fence posts with purple paint. Ina 
court of law, a property boundary marked with purple paint i 
the same as posting “No Trespassing’ signs. 


Retrieval of game 
Anyone who kill o injures a deer or turkey must make a 
reasonable effort to retrieve and include the animal in his 
‘or her season limit, but this does not authorize trespass, lis 
a violation to wantonly leave or abandon commonly edible 
portions of game. 


Labeling game 
Allharvested deer and turkeys, either whole or pracessed, 
must be labeled with the takers full name, address and Tele- 
check confirmation number, 


Giving away deer and turkey 
Abunter who takes deer and turkey may give it to another 
person, but the game counts toward the taker's bag limit, 
Deer and turkey that are given away must be labeled with the 
taker’ full name, address, Telecheck confirmation number, 
species and the date taken, 


Get your fall deer and turkey permits early 
and avoid long lines at permit vendors! 


Possession, storage and sale 

Properly checked turkeys and deer may be possessed by 
anyone if labeled with the taker's full name, address, Telecheck 
confirmation number and the date taken. The Telecheck con- 
firmation number must remain attached to the carcass untila 
processor begins the act of pracessing the meat for packaging, 

Deer left at commercial processing or cold storage plants 
must be claimed by May 1 following the season taken or the 
‘owner will be in violation of Rule 3 CSR 10-8.140. 

Turkeys may not be possessed after Feb. 15 following the 
season taken 

Legally obtained turkey bones and feathers, and deer 
heads, antlers, hides and feet may be sold by the taker, but 
the taker must provide a bill of sale showing 
© the takers full name and address 
‘the species and number of the parts 
‘ the full name and address of the buyer. 

For deer heads and/or antlers attached to skull plates, 
the bill f sale also must include the transaction date and a 
signed statement from the seller that the head/antlers were 
taken legally. 


Restrictions for taking feral hogs during fall 
firearms deer and turkey hunting seasons 


Feral hogs may be taken in any number throughout the 

year. During most ofthe year, no permit is required and 

‘any method, including baiting and the use of dogs, is 

allowed. However, special restrictions apply during the fall 

firearms deer and turkey hunting seasons. 

During all portions of the fall firearms deer season: 

D> you must possess a valid, unfilled firearms deer or small 
‘game hunting permit; 

D> you must abide by the methods of pursuit allowed for 
deer listed on pages 6,8, 10, 11 and 12. 

D> you must abide by any other restrictions that may apply 
‘on specific public areas, 

During the November portion statewide and the antler- 

less portion in open counties: 

D> if you have a deer permit you may only use methods 
allowed for deer, 

D> if you have a small game permit you may only use a 
rimfire 22 caliber or smaller ora shotgun with shot not 
larger than No. 


D> you may not use dogs to pursue feral hogs during these 
portions of the firearms deer season. 

While hunting on a Fall Firearms Turkey Hunting Permit, 

you may only use methods allowed for turkey. 

During the youth and muzzleloader portions statewide, 

and the urban counties portion in open counties: 

Dif you havea deer permit you may only use methods 
allowed for deer; 

D> if you havea small game permit you may only use 
methods allowed for small game. 

Note: Resident landowners and lessees on their land are 

not required to have any permit, and they may use any 

‘method or means to take feral hogs throughout the year, 

including during all portions of the firearms deer and tur- 

key hunting seasons.

Basic Rules for Safe Turkey Hunting 

> Wear hunter orange when walking through the turkey woods. If you bag a 
turkey, wrap it in hunter orange before carrying it out. 

D> Dress defensively; never wear red, white, blue of black in the turkey woods. 

> Always see the turkey clearly before you shoot; never shoot at sound or 
movement. 


D> Shout to reveal your presence to an approaching hunter; never wave or 
whistle, 

D> Pattern your shotgun to lear its effective range, and learn to accurately 
Judge distances, Remember: 30 yards is about the limit for a clean kil. 
D> Remain calm and rational; never let excitement, nerves or panic rule your 

behavior. 
D> Assume every sound or movement is another hunter until you can safely 
Identify it as otherwise,

Information needed to Telecheck turkeys 


‘Turkeys must be checked by telephone or internet. See pages 20 and 21. During 
checking, hunters will be asked the age and sex of their turkey. Monitoring 
the age and sex of harvested turkeys through checking provides a valuable 
measure of the fall harvest. Aging and sexing turkeys is simple. See illustrations.

Firearms Antlerless Deer 
Hunting Permits 


Because female deer produce next year's deer, the 
harvest of does regulates both the size and growth 
rate of the deer herd. Population goals are established 
for each county, and the use of Firearms Antlerless 
Deer Hunting Permits is established accordingly. 

Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits are valid 
as follows: 


Any number of Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting 
Permits may be filled. 

One Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting Permit may 
be filled in each county. 

No Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits may 
be filed. Antlerless deer may only be taken on an 
any-deer permit. 
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‘New! Resident landowners and lessees with atleast 75 acres willbe Issued up to two no-cost 
Landowner Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits, depending on county availability, See page 13.

3 CSR 10-7.455 Turkeys: Seasons, 

‘Methods, Limits 

(1) Turkeys may be pursued, taken, 

killed, possessed or transported only as 

permitted in this rule 
(8) Fall Firearms Season. Fall season 
annually will be October 1 through 
October 31. A person possessing the 
prescribed turkey hunting permit 
‘may take two (2} turkeys of either sex 
during the season; except that a per- 
son at least six (6) but not older than 
fifteen (15) years of age who pos- 
sesses a Youth Deer and Turkey Hunt- 
ing Permit may take only one (1) tur- 
key of either sex during the season, 
Turkeys may be taken only by shot- 
gun with shot no larger than No. 4 or 
longbow; without the use of dogs, 
bait, recorded calls or live decoys; 
from one-half (1/2) hour before sun- 
rise to sunset in all counties except: 
Dunkin, McDonald, Mississippi, New 
Madrid, Newton, Pemiscot and Scott. 
Possession of shotshells loaded with 
shot larger than No. 4s prohibited 
while hunting turkeys. A person, 
while in the act of pursuing or hunt- 
ing turkey on a fll firearms permit, 
shall not have both a firearm and, 
longbow on his/her person. 
(© Fall Archery Season. A person 
possessing the prescribed archer's 
hunting permit may take two (2) 
turkeys of either sex from September 
15 through Jenuary 15, excluding the 
dates of the November portion of the 
firearms deer season, Turkeys may be 
taken only by longbow; without the 
se of dogs, bait, recorded calls or 
live decoys; from one-half (1/2) hour 
before sunrise to one-half (1/2) hour 
after sunset. An archer, while in the 
act of pursuing or hunting turkey on 
an archer’s permit, shall not have a 
firearm on his/her person 


(2) Hunters who take a turkey must tag 
immediately with the transportation 
tag portion of the permit; detaching 
the transportation tag voids the permit. 
Turkeys may be possessed and trans- 
ported only by the taker until reported 
through the Telecheck Harvest Report- 
ing System. All turkeys taken must 

be accurately reported through the 
Telecheck Harvest Reporting System by 
10:00 pm. on the day taken by the taker 
or in the taker’ immediate presence 
‘The Telecheck confirmation number 
must be recorded immediately on the 
turkey hunting permit as indicated on 
the permit, and immediately attached 
to the turkey by the taker. The transpor- 
tation tag and turkey hunting permit 
with confirmation number must remain 
attached to the turkey with the head 
and plumage intact until the turkey is. 
processed. All turkeys must be reported 
through the Telecheck Harvest Report- 
ing System prior to processing or being 
removed from the state. 


(3) Bait shall mean grain or other feed 
placed or scattered so as to constitute 
an attraction or enticement to turkeys. 
‘An area shall be considered baited 
for ten (10) days following complete 
removal of the bait. 
(4) Each permit holder hunting with a 
shotgun shall first affix an approved 
safety sticker to the receiver of his/her 
gun where it will be in his/her line of 
sight when shooting, and maintain the 
sticker on the gun when hunting. 
(6) A resident landowner or lessee as 
defined in 3 CSR 10-20.805, possessing a 
landowner turkey hunting permit, may 
take and possess turkeys in accordance 
with this rule on his/her land or, in the 
case of the lessee, on the land on which 
s/he resides and shall report the turkeys 
through the Telecheck Harvest Report- 
ing System as required in this rule, 
(6) Any person who kill or injures any 
wild turkey shall make a reasonable 
fort to retrieve the turkey and include 
\is/her season limit. 


(7) Turkeys (or parts thereof) reported 
in accordance with established proce- 
dures, when labeled with the full name, 


address, and confirmation number of 
the taker, may be possessed, trans- 
ported, given away, and stored by any- 
(8) Inaccordance with section 270.400, 
RSMo feral hogs (any hog, including 
Russian and European wild boar, that is 
not conspicuously identified by ear tags 
‘or other forms of identification and is 
roaming freely upon public or private 
lands without the landowner’s permis- 
sion) may be taken in any number dur- 
ing the spring firearms turkey season 
and youth spring season only by the 
holder ofa valid, unused turkey hunting 
permit; and only by methods and times 
prescribed for taking turkeys. During 
the fall firearms turkey season, feral 
hogs may be taken only by the holder 
ofa valid, unused turkey hunting permit 
‘ra small game hunting permit; and 
only by methods prescribed in Chapter 
7 for taking wildlife, and without the 
Use of bait. Other restrictions may apply 
‘on public lands. Resident landowners 
‘or lessees as defined in this Code may 
take feral hogs on their own property at 
any time, by any method and without 
permit. 
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‘To maintain healthy populations of deer and to provide qual- 
ity and varied hunting opportunities statewide, conservation 
area managers and biologists carefully evaluate the effects of 
deer hunting on all areas owned or managed by the Conser- 
vation Department. The six different options are designed to 
limit doe harvest at various levels and provide different types 
‘of hunting. Carefully check the chart below to find the type of 
hunt you prefer. 

Deer hunting is only allowed on Department areas that 
are listed in the chart. IFan area that is owned or managed by 
the Conservation Department is not listed, no deer hunting is 
allowed. For hunting opportunities on public land that is not 
‘owned or managed by the Conservation Department, contact 
the appropriate government agency.

Archery antlerless and firearms antlerless permits

Only antlered deer may be taken during the youth, 
November and muzzleloader portions of the fire- 
arms deer season, and the area is closed to firearms 
deer hunting during the urban counties and antler- 
less portions.

Nonresident Deer Harvest 


‘Some Missouri resident deer hunters have the mistaken 
nation that nonresident deer hunters autnumber the resi- 
dents. In reality, nonresident hunters are a small minority. 


For example, last year 890,228 firearms deer hunting 
permits were issued. Of those, 860,613, or 97 percent, were 
purchased by Missouri residents. 

What about deer harvest? Of the 248,689 deer taken 
during the firearms deer season, 237,733, or 96 percent, 


were taken by resident hunters, The same is true for the 
archery season; nearly 94 percent of the deer taken last 
year were taken by Missouri residents. 

‘We should remember that many nonresident hunters 
are former residents who return to Missouri to hunt with 
family and friends, We welcome all responsible and ethical 
hunters.

‘The Share the Harvest program in Missouri provides a way for deer hunters to 
donate venison to the needy. This program is administered by the Conservation 
Federation of Missouri and the Missouri Department of Conservation. During 
the 2008 deer seasons, 5,091 hunters donated 267,541 pounds of venison. 
Figuring a 4-ounce portion of meat as a serving that represents well over one 
million meals! 

Donating is easy. Hunters who want to participate simply take their deer 
toan approved meat processor (listed below) and let the processor know 
how much venison they wish to donate. The processor will package the meat, 
‘hich will be picked up by the local sponsoring organization and taken toa 
participating charitable agency for distribution,

The cost of processing the deer is the responsibility of 
the hunter. There are, however, funds available to help with 
processing cost when a whole deer is donated. The entire 
processing cost is paid by the Conservation Federation of Mis- 
souri and local sponsors during the urban counties portion of 
the firearms season for whole deer donations. During all other 
portions and seasons, the Conservation Federation of Mis- 
souri administers a state-wide program that pays $35 direct 

to the processor for each whole deer donated. That allows the 
processor to reduce the processing fee to the hunter by $35 at 
the time of donation. In many instances additional local money 


is avallable that allows the deer to be donated free or at greatly 
reduced cost. Be sure to contact individual processors to deter- 
‘mine what funds are available at that particular location. 

State-wide sponsors of the $35 reduction program include 
Missouri Department of Conservation, Shelter insurance, 
Bass Pro Shops and the Conservation Federation of Missourr. 
Whole deer donations last year approached 5,000.

Hunter Ethics and Safety 


According to the National Safety Council, hunting is a 
safe activity. In fact, hunting results in fewer injuries per 
100,000 participants than do many other sports, including 
cycling, bowling, golf and tennis. However, as with any 
activity, you must always use good judgment and take 
responsibility for your actions. Deer and turkey hunt- 

ers should follow safe, ethical hunting practices, These 
include: 


> Be sure of your target and beyond before you shoot. 


> Make sure your equipment isin good working condi- 
tion and your firearm is properly sighted in 


D> Ifyou hunt from a tree stand, always wear a safety har- 
ness, Serious accidents occur annually when hunters 
fall from tree stands, 


D> if you hunt on private land, be sure to obtain permis- 
sion from the landowner and respect his or her prop- 
erty asif it were your own. Scout the area you plan to 
hhunt so you know where the boundaries, houses, roads, 
fences and livestock are located on the property. 


> Ifyou do not kill your deer or turkey instantly, make 


every effort to find the wounded animal. Permission is 
required to enter private land.

D> Develop your skills and knowledge, and share them 
with others, 


> Know and obey all wildlife laws. 
> Know and follow the rules of gun safety. 


D> Respect the rights of hunters, nonhunters and 
landowners. 


D> Make every effort to retrieve and use all game. 
> Respect the land and all wildlife, 


D> Be sensitive to others when displaying harvested game. 


D> Remember, hunting is not a competitive sport 
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
